Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-11 and 15-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the electric switch module comprising the electric 
switch disposed on a carrier, the push-pull rocker switch with an actuation member formed by an 
actuation projection asymmetrical with respect to an axis of the actuation member; a recessed 
grip under the actuation projection functioning to allow the user to perform the motion with a 
finger tip, the top side of the carrier with the actuation member of the switch is covered by a 
flexible outer skin which conformingly encloses the top and the portion of an underside of the 
actuation projection of the actuation member and conforms to the recessed grip of the rocker 
switch. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
